Kansas Winter Wheat Crop 
Estimate Cut In Half 

Reports that the winter wheat 
crop in Kansas, previously estimated 
at 120,000,000 bushels, would yield 
about 60,000,000 bushels, or a little 
more than half of early estimates, 
was responsible for the advance of 
wheat trade lately. 


Crop Conditions in Alberta 

Up until the end of last week 37.2 
per cent of wheat seeding had been 
completed in the provinee, accord- 
‘ing to reports received from  Al- 
berta Pool agents. In the north- 
ern portion of the province seeding 
has been considerably delayed by a 
late spring. In the southern and 
central divisions good progress has 
been made, The present week has 
been favorable for seeding all over 
the province and will see a consid- 
erable addition to the acreage al- 
ready seeded, General conditions 
are good at present. Damage. from 
cut worms and grasshoppers is 
threatened over a considerable area 
if a wet spring fails to materialize. 


Sheep For Three Pence Each 

A despatch from Capetown, South 
Africa, tells of the gale of 800 sheep 
carrying 16 month’s wool at three 
pence each. These sheep were of- 
fered for sale as part of an assign- 
e destate at Harrismith, Orange 
Free State. This incident gives an 
idea of the financial plight of farm- 
ers in that territory.

United States Government 
Winter Wheat Report 

United States winter wheat report 
as to conditions at May 1st was is- 
sued on May 1lith. The report 
forecasts a yield of 440,781,000 bush- 
els in the winter wheat area, whicn 
is 17,000,000 bushels less than the 
April ist estimate and 347,000,000 
bushels less than last year’s pro- 
duction, The report gave a very 
drab picture of conditions in the 
winter wheat belt and all in all was 
an exceedingly bullish document. 
It estimated the acreage abandoned 
as 6 and a half million and product- 
ion at 149 million bushels less than 
the ten year average. 


Prospective Canadian Acreage 

According to the intention of 
farmers at May 1, the spring wheat 
acreage o fthe Dominion of Canada 
is estimated by the Dominion Bur- 
eau of Statistics, at 24,571,500 acres 
compared with 25,554,205 acres 
sown in 1931. Most of the decr use 
occurs in the main wheat growing 
provinces of Alberta and _  Saskat- 
ewan. ‘ 


Progress of Seeding in Russia 

The latest authentic information 
from Russia indicates that seeding 
is progressing at about the same 
rate as last year, although consider- 
ably behind same date in 1930, The 
total seedings of all spring crops 
ag at April 20 is 15,929,000 acres. 


Australian Wheat Acreage 
Increasing 

The Australian wheat acreage now 
being seeded for harvest next No- 
vember and December is provision- 
ally placed at 15 1-2 million acres, 
according to the International In- 
stitute of Agriculture. This com- 
pares with a seeded ‘area of 14 1-2 
million acres last season, and 18.2 
million acres two years ago. 


Canadian Grain Statistics 

Total visible Canadian wheat 
stocks May 6, 1932, 160,766,365; a 
year ago, 149,375,737. While visible 
supplies the higher than last year 
at this time it is ‘estimated that 
wheat in the farmers’ hands is away 
below last year’s figures. Wheat 
must be delivered before June 16th 
to obtain the government's 6 cent 
bonus.

Pays Tribute To Railway Trans- 
| portation System 


(Calgary Albertan) 

“Canada must succeed as a wheat 
exporting country because the des- 
tiny of the Western prairies lies 
with wheat production, and the 
other sections of the Dominion de- 
pend to a great extent upon the 
prairie for their markets,” said L. 
D. Nesbitt, publicity director of the 
Alberta Wheat Pool, in an address 
at the last regular meeting of the 
Canadian Pacific Agssogiation in the 
Palliser Hotel Monday noon, 

“Canada i, in a good position to 
win out in the bitter competition 
for markets for wheat surpluses be- 
cause the prairie soil and climate 
are‘ suitable for raising high quality 
wheat,\ prairie wheat growers are 
skilled and resourceful, the trans- 
portion systems are highly efficient 
in carrying grain, and the grain 
handling machinery has been devel- 
loped for grain exporting beyond 
that of any other country,” Mr. 
Nesbitt asserted. 

“Transportation of grain in Can- 
ada by the railways has reached an 
exceptionally high state of efficiency 
he said, “The reason is probably 
because no other country hag the 
same immense problem of trans- 
porting a huge volume of grain in 
such a short period of time. 

“(More grain passes through Win- 
nipeg than through Chicago, Min- 
neapolis and St. Paul combined. 
The particular problem of the rail- 
ways is of grain and to organize 
this efficiency so that the grain of 
the country aa alide into the term- 
inals with the least possible confus- 
fon,” he continued. 

“Canadian wheat growers must of 
necessity have cheaper transporta- 
tion than other countries because 
nowhere else in the world do tarm- 
ers faise any great volume of grain 
for export so far from water trans- 
portation,” he concluded. “I' would 
like to point out that in the four- 
year period from 1926 to 1928 it

Pt TIS RIE Street 
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Canada’s ‘ great experiment in 
the building of the Hudson's Bay 
grain route comes in for a lot of 
criticism in an article recently pub- 
Mished fin MacLean’s Magazine. 

The author claims the building of 
a four million dollar elevator at 
Fort Churchill was a huge piece of 
folly in that it was unnecessary to 
build an elevator at all as the trial 
shipments of wheat could have been 
made with sacked grain, and even 
if an elevator had been necessary, 
one costing half that sum would 
have answered the purpose. 

There is a deal of truth in the 
argument, for the wheat shipping 
experiment could have been made 
without building such elaborate and 
costly facilities for handking the 
grain.

In the meantime the great experi- 
ment is costing the people huge 
sums of money, and the government 
is considering the expenditure of 
other vast sums in the building of 
a rival route—the St. Lawrence 
Waterways plan.

Beneath the brush, underneath a 
layer of rotting leaves lay the body 
of Charles Augustus Lindbergh Jr., 
only child of Anne, daughter of 
the late Senator ‘Dwight W. Mor- 
row, and Charles Lindbergh. 

The body was badly decomposed.

2,000,000 BUSHELS 
WHEAT TO GO BY 
HUDSON BAY ROUTE 


SASKATOON, May 16.—Collected 
from dozens of country elevators a 
long string of freight cars loaded 
with Gaskatchewan wheat will move 
northward over the Hudson Bay 
Railway this week, bound for Can- 
ada’s new port of Churchill, and 
thence for the markets of the 
United Kingdom and Europe. 

The movement consists of 2,000,- 
000 bushels sold by the Saskatche- 
wan Wheat Pool, and will be the 
first commercial shipment to move 
out from the Hudson Bay port. 

While the wheat shipment is be- 
ing assembled negotiations are un- 
der way for shipments of cattle and 
other products of western farms.

OTTAWA,~ May, —46:>-Legislation |/}- 
establishing ‘the necessary organiza- 
tion .to set up Canada’s nationally 
owned broadcasting system wis in- 
troduced to the House of Commons 
tonight by Premier Bennett and 
given first reading. The bill was 
preceded by the moving or a reso- 
lution based upon the report of the 
special Commons committee on 
radio which was presented to the 
House a week ago today. There 
was not a word of debate and the 
whole transaction took only a few 
minutes. Second reading will be 
given the measure Tuesday. 

Follows Report 

The proposed act follows closely 
the recommendations of the com- 
mittee the object being to “provide 
for the establishment of a commis- 
sion with the necessary powers to 
carry on the business of broadcast- 
ing in Canada.” The commission 
will be known as the “Canadian 
Radio Broadcasting Commission.” : 
. The controlling body will be com- 
posed of three, a chairman appoint- 
ed for a period of ten years; a vice- 
chairman, appointed for a _ nine-j; 
year period and a third commission 
er holding office for eight years.
